L on McCai.- 
uster was 
born in Los 
Angeles, Califor- 
nia 26 years ago. 
Lon has lived all 
his life within a 
stones throw from 
a major studio. 
His schooling 
came *from Union 
Avenue grammar 
grades, Le Conte 
Junior High, Ma- 
ken private school, Los Angeles City College and 
Chapman College, Los Angeles, where he studied 
for the ministry for a time. 

His parents are Mary Madaline and Herbert 
Alonzo McCall ister, senior Lon being Junior and 
an only child. His father, in the jewelry business 
for years, later became a realtor and now has re- 
tired. One of Lon s grandparents was a theatre 
owner and exhibitor in the south. 

Lon's place on the screen in leading romantic 
roles is unique in that, compared to other males 
of the current crop in that category he is slight 
and slender. His height is V 6l/ 2 " and his weight 
is constant at 124 pounds. 

Lon’s career has been self-planned since his 
earliest teens, when he joined a boys choir that was 
frequently hired for picture work. He stepped from 
that to the Central Casting extra player list, played 
extra roles and small bits in more than 30 pictures. 
During this period he earned' enough money to 
take private voice and elocution lessons. 

His first break came when he won the role of 
''California" in Stage Door Canteen, in competi- 
tion with scores of Hollywood's and Broadway’s 
leading juveniles, Lon won the part of the bashful 
ecruit. His brilliant portrayal of the role of 
’California" was the beginning of Lon's climb to 
juccess. When the picture was released his stock 
u one of the discoveries of the year hit a high 
figure. 

Lon’s career was suspended when he had to re- 
port on January 26, 1944 to Fort McArthur. From 
there he was sent to Camp Crowder, -Missouri for 
Signal Corps basic training. While there, Lon set 
aome of his talents to work. He helped to write, 
produce and also act in a skit which toured. This 
act was to help recruit WACS. Lon was then trans- 
ferred to the Army Air Forces to appear in the film 
version of the famed "Winged Victory. He then 
loured with the road show of "Winged Victory. 
At the conclusion of the tour, he was transferred 



to the Air Transport Command and was sent to 
Alaska with Special Services. His duties included 
touring Alaska and Canada. Lon was in charge of 
organizing radio broadcasts and recruiting talent 
for them for the entertainment of G.I.'s. He also 
acted as guide for U.S.O. units that- were touring 
Alaska, from June 1945 to December 1945 when he 
was discharged with the rank of coiporal. 

Lon since his return to film work has appeared 
in "The Red House,” "Scudda Ho, Scudda Hay," 
"Home In Indiana,” "Story of Seabiscuit,” and 
now currently being seen in "Boy From Indiana." 

During his acting career Lon has worked on many 
radio programs induding, The Lux Theatre Hour, 
Dr Christian, Screen Guild, Suspense, The Jack 
Benny show and others. 

McCaJlister is a serious minded young man, with 
a definite savings program and a planned career. 
He is unmarried, paints a little, and hopes some 
day to travel extensively, witfi Africa first in mind. 
Lon also likes to draw boat plans, charting voyages 
and studies celestial navigation. He is now studying 
French through the benefits of the G.I. Bill of 
Rights and hopes to work in pictures in France 
when he goes there sometime this year. McCallister 
also hopes to combine his trip with writing a novel. 
He now writes short stories which he destroys when 
completed as he considers them to amateurish to 
offer to editors. 

Lon's smile is quick and bashful at the same 
time. His laughter is real and refreshing. His 
greatest fear is that he will not be a worthy friend. 
He particularly dislikes unannounced guests, tram 
travel, and gin rummy. His greatest desire is "just 
to be by myself." He swims and walks for exer- 
cise, does not diet, and is a good cook in his own 
right. His favorite foods are hamburger, hot 
borsclit, vichysoisse, all desserts, shashlik and "my 
own egg specialty," which is a secret dish. Lon 
wears a gold identification bracelet which he con- 
siders his good luck charm. He likes O’Neills 
plays, Gaughin’s paintings, the writings of Walt 
Whitman and Conrad. Although he enjoys music 
he cannot play a musical instrument but wishes he 
could. His pet aversion is getting up early in the 
morning. 

He is interested in government problems, pays 
not enough attention to local affairs, he admits. He 
has a beach house at Malibu, employs a secretary, 
drives a Ford, and, of all things, has a lone free- 
flying pigeon as a pet.

CORNEL WILDE "Not a Bed of Roses" 



H ollywood 
scenarists 
could 
take a few pages 
front the life of 
Cornel Wilde 
whose biography 
£o date is a series 
of amazing inci- 
dents, beginning 
with hardships 
and ending in 
success. 

Wilde was born ' 
in New York City 35 years ago. His father, a 
native of Hungary, was stationed in New York as 
export manager of a firm handling perfumes and 
cosmetics. The outbreak of World War I forced 
the elder Wilde to return to his native land, taking 
his family with him. On their arrival in Budapest 
he enlisted in the cavalry and rose to rank of 
captain. 

Late in 1920 Captain Wilde secured a passport 
for his family and they returned to the United 
States. Meanwhile Cornel advanced through grade 
school in New York's Townsend Harris High 
School and in 1931 he entered Columbia Univer- 
sity. He was then 1 6 and one of the university's 
youngest undergraduates. 

Early in 1931, the Wilde family returned to 
Hungary when the doctors advised a long rest for 
the father who had been shell-shocked in the war. 
For six months Cornel traveled through Czecho- 
slovakia and France. In Budapest he entered art 
school and also took up the art of fencing.- In 
this sport he excelled in many competitions. 

The Wilde family returned to New York in late 
1931 and Cornel forsaking his college education, 
took on an odd series of jobs. For two months he 
sold toys in Macy's basement. He then joined an 
advertising agency doing art work and layouts until 
the firm collapsed. Odd job number three was a 
short hitch with the leading French newspaper in 
the United States, Courier des Etats Unis. Our 
hero sold space in the periodical in the mornings 
and in the afternoons acted as counsellor for a 
New York's Boys Club. 

In 1933, Cornel returned to college, this time to 
City College of New York to study medicine. He 
completed a three-year course in two years and was 
awarded a scholarship to the Physicians and Sur- 
geons College, but his medical career was discarded 
when he became active in the Theodora Irvine 
Studio for the Theater. He gave, up his scholarship 
and joined a stock company in Saugerties, New 
York, but the show closed a week later. Fortun- 



ately. Wilde was able to fall back on his job is a 
boy s club counsellor. 

Just prior to leaving for a summer camp, he read 
for a part in a New York play and two days before 
the camp closed Cornel was called to New York 
and given the romantic lead in "Moon Over Mul- 
berry Street." He opened at the Lyceum Theatr* 
in New York and the play ran for 40 weeks, When 
the company went on the road, he dropped out, 
joined the Theater Guild and played opposite ina 
Claice in "Love Is Not So Simple." After the tryout 
in Philadelphia it died a natural death. After that 
fiasco came a succession of being tossed from pillar 
to post, from stock company Ibsens and O'Neills 
to assistant stage manager in "Having Wonderful 
Time." He also wrote unproduced plays. But- in 
his stage experience one factor was increasing stead- 
ily — his status as actor. 

In 1938, after a lean period when he earned a 
living by translating plays, Wilde went into the 
Spring Drama Festival at Ann Arbor, Michigan. 
That was followed by Little Theatre work in tyew 
York and stock in Gloucester,. Mass. 

In 1940, Wilde, who had been inter-collcgiate 
fencing champion and had been selected for the 
Olympic Fencing team in 1936, was signed by 
Laurence Olivier to appear with him and Vivien 
Leigh in "Romeo and Juliet." Wilde's ability as 
a fencer landed him the role of Tybalt In the 
play, he went through three duels: one, with buck- 
ler and sword; another sword and dagger; and the 
third ; a sword battle with Romeo. Because the 
stars were busy in a movie at the time, Wilde was 
sent to Hollywood to fehearse his role with them 
in the play. He was seen by Warner Bros and, 
after the play dosed, was signed to a six-months 
contract. Then, in 1941, 20th Century-Fox signed 
him to a long term contract He did a bit part from 
the Irish play "The White Seed ' His performance 
was great and the 20th Century Fox company hailed 
Cornel as one of its most promising finds In 
quick succession came a series of outstanding roles, 
"A Song To Remember*" "Forever Amber." "Leave 
Her To Heaven," etc. and on to definite stardom 

An excellent linguist, Cornel speaks Hungarian, 
French, German, Italian, and Russian His favorite 
menu is a thick, rare steak and fried potatoes For 
exercise, he fences at the .Hollywood Athletic Club 
and plays a swift and sure game of tennis. He is 
friendly, emotional, quick-tempered' but extremely 
likeable. Wilde never uses doubles in films and can 
ride, take falls, skate, ski or do anything else re- 
quired of a stunt main. He loves sports of all kinds 
as a spectator and as a participant. He loves music 
and has a keen sense of humor.
